Thank  you  for  sharing.  I was  not  aware  of  SB  608.  From  a quick  scan  it  looks  like  a "right  to 
rest"  would  include  sleeping  in  public  spaces,  which  obviously  would  be  a big  problem.  We 
were  unsuccessful  in  passing  sit/lie  ordinance  in  2012. 

FYI,  we  have  had  a significant  increase  with  encampments  and  problematic  street 
behavior  in  Berkeley.  Two  of  our  most  left/progressive  councilmembers  are  sponsoring  a 
number  of  measures  in  Community  Sidewalks  and  Public  Spaces  initiative  (pages  47  & 
48)  to  deal  with  some  of  these  problems,  short  of  a sit/lie  ordinance.  It  looks  like  SB  608 
would  impact  this  also. 

I will  be  in  Santa  Monica  for  CDA  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  next  week,  if  we  want  to  meet 
and  strategize.  Do  we  want  to  set  up  a meeting?  I am  also  going  to  cc  Karin  Flood  at 
Union  Square.
